In 1670, in the reign of Charles IT, a 


charter was granted to “The Gentle- 
men Adventurers Trading into Hud- 
son's Bay.” By that charter they were 
given absolute rights of trading and 


government over all the land draining 


into Hudson's Bay as well as the more 
northern lands draining into the Artic 
Ocean. These latter became later 
known as the North West Territories. 
For 200 years the Hudsons Bay Com- 
pany ruled all the lands mentioned. 
After the Act of Union of 1840 there 
was a large agitation to extend the 
boundaries of the Dominion of Canada 
right to the Pacific Ocean, and as a 
result of that agitation, clauses were 
included in the British North Ameri- 
ca Act of 1867 under the authority of 
which the Dominion could take over 
the control and government of the 
lands from the Company on terms to 
be set by the Queen :-in Council. When 
the lands were so taken over, the terms

C.P.R. CROP REPORT 


(Special despatch to The News) 


Winnipeg, June 16, 1924. 

Winnipeg, June 16—All crops 
throughout the prairie provinces are 
looking well and indicate uniform and 
regular germination of seed, is the 
summary of the weekly crop report 
issued by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
The weather has been somewhat 
cooler than is generally expected 
this time of year, but rains have been 
general and fairly liberal, Alberta be- 
ing especially fortunate. There is 
very little demand for farm help as 
seeding is completed and farmers are 
endeavoring to do without help until 
harvest. Cattle receipts at stock 
yards continue heavy for this time of 
year, the supply being considerably 
heavier than the demand. Indications 
in Manitoba point to a good hay crop, 
and, although the season is back- 
ward, there is general optimism re- 
garding a good grain crop. Wheat is 
stooling out and fields on the whole 
look decidedly good. Fall rye 13 
coming into head and promises a 
heavy yield. There is quite a 
noticeable revival in the production of 
hogs, particularly of the bacon type, 
in this province. Growth in Saskat- 
chewan has been rapid the past week 
as weather has been fairly warm and 
a liberal supply of moisture, rain ‘hav- 
ing fallen heavily in the northeastern 
and central portions of province. Al- 
though the present crop condition is 
behind the aveage year, soil condi- 
tions are such that it is hard to pre- 
dict what a few weeks of good weath- 
er will do. Livestock is improving on 
pastures and there is a large increase 
in lambs and pigs over last year. In 
Alberta the condition is considered 
promising and everything seems to 
indicate a really good crop. There is 
a fairly good amount of moisture in 
the ground with wheat up from ten 
to twelve inches. Grass in some 
sections of the south is somewhat 
scanty, necessitating feed of milch 
cows. Lack of grass has also affected 
the sheep ranchers, but an improve- 
ment in pastures is already evident 
as result of recent rains. On the E. 
D. & B.C. lines conditions continue 
satisfactory, the growing wheat be- 
ing well ahead of last year. “Livestock 
is thriving and shipments of both hogs 
and cattle are up to the average. 
Local showers have fallen but further 
precipitation would be welcomes,

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GAS SAVER FOR FORDS 


To the Red Deer East Bridge and 
back on three-quarters of a gallon of 
gasoline is considered pretty good go- 
ing by most motorists. This is the 
performance attained on Wednesday 
in a test run, made as a demonstration 
of the possibilities of a device that is 
being introduced into this neighbor- 
hood. The run was made in a new 
model Ford, four people being in the 
car. 

Mr. F. Carpenter, who drove the car, 
is a mechanic working for the Richard 
K. Walte Co., agents for the Western 
Canada Specialty Co., Canadian dis- 
tributors of the Blancke Thermostatic 
Automatic Carburettor Control. The 
car, Mr. J. Teasdale’s, had one of these 
devices attached, and started from the 
Ford Garage with exactly five gallons 
of gas in the tank. After the trip to 
the bridge and back had been made in 
one hour and twenty-two minutes, 
four and a quarter gallons were drain- 
ed out and measured. According to 
Mr. Carpenter, the car is still new 
enough to be just a little stiff, and no 
doubt a driver who knew the car better 
could have done it on even less, gas. 

The device, for which Mr. F. Lund 
will aet as distributing agent, is a very 
simple one. A coiled ribbon of ther 
mostatic wire attached to the mani- 
fold, controls a rod which regulates 
the intake of gas at the needle-valve. 
Ag the engine warms.,up, it automatic- 


ae 


short, it does automatically what the 
Ford driver is advised by the manual 
to do with the rod that comes through 
the dashboard, which rod is replaced 
by this device. As many drivers for- 
get to shut down the _needle-valve, 
they run a warm engine on a cold- 
engine gas supply, wasting gas by 
using too rich a mixture. 

The company guarantees that this 
device will save anything from 30 to 50 
per cent of gas, and by this economy 
will very quickly pay for itself.

Shipments of grain frédm™ the 
Grande Prairie and Peace River 
districts over the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and British Columbia Rail- 
way during the past seasoh have to- 
talled 2,471,000 bushels of wheat 
and 1,700,500 bushels of other 
grains. 


The longest solid train of red 
cedar edge ‘grain shingles ev 
hauled across the continent lett 
Vancouver, B.C., recently for Chi- 
cago and the Eastern States. Sev- 
eral other long trains of this prod- 
uct will be shipped in the near fu- 
ture by the Hunting Merritt Lum- 
ber Company, by whom the consign- 
ment was forwarded.

A despatch -recently sent from 
London states that Professor Car- 
lyle, of the E. P. ranch, is sailing 
for Canada shortly, taking back 
with him a number of brood mares 
and other stock for the ranch. The 
Prince of Wales continues to evince 
the deepest interest in all the do- 
ings of the ranch and keeps in 
close touch with things there. 


Approximately the same acreage 
as produced the West’s bumper 
crop last year will be under culti- 
vation this season. The outlook’ 
now is that over 14,000,000 acres of 
land will be ready for seed under 
generally favorable conditions. The 
estimated acreage to be seeded this 
year, by provinces, is as follows: 
Manitoba, 4,450,400; Saskatchewan, 
8,854,190; Alberta, 3,472,315. 


The value of boots and shoes ex- 
ported by Canada during the year 
ended March, 1924, more than dou- 
bled the value of Canadian boots 
and shoes bought by other countries 
during the preceding year. Last 
year the exportations were valued 
at $304,913, and for the preceding 
year at $130,034. The United 
States was the chief buyer, taking 
2,227 pairs, with Japan second, ta::.- 
ing 1,628 pairs. 


Concluding her round-the-world 
cruise, the palatial Canadian Pa- 
cific steamship “Empress of Can- 
ada,” docks at Vancouver on May 
24th. Reports indicate that this 
four-months’ pleasure voyage under 
the genial care of Captain Robin- 
son, hero of the Japanese disaster, 
has been a splendid success, the 
assengers being loud in their dec- 
arations of satisfaction. 

During the fiscal year ending 
March 31st, 1924, Canada imported 
goods to the value of $893,335,491, 
an increrse of $91,000,000 com- 
pared with’ the previous similar 
twelve months, while she exported 
$1,045,141,056, an increase of about 
$110,000,000.. The total trade in- 
creased in that twelve-month pe- 
riod by about $210,000,000, com- 
pared with the corresponding pe- 
riod a year ago. 


It is expected that negotiations 
between the British Government and 
the Province of British Columbia 
will lead to the settlement of several 
shiploads of immigrants from the 
Hebrides in the province this sum- 
mer. Each Government proposes 
to grant $800, ‘or $600 in all, to 
each family and shelters will be 
provided them close to the sea, 
where they can engage profitably 
in their accustomed pursuit, fishing. 


The itinerary of the personally 
conducted tour of the Canadian 
Teachers’ Federation, en route to 
their annual convention to be held 
at Victoria, B.C., August 12th to 
16th, has just been announced. 
Starting from Toronto, a special 
train for the teachers will proceed 
west by Canadian Pacific Railway, 
halts being made at Western Can- 
ada’s chief points of beauty and in- 
terest. It is expected that about 
150 will make the trip. 


That Sweden is capable of send- 
ing 25,000 men to Canada as im- 
migrants yearly was the statement 
of Otto Elander, prominent Swed- 
ish editor, when in Montreal re- 
cently.

THE VALUE OF PEDIGREE 


IN SEED 


Experimental Farms Note) 


“Pedigree” in seed grain bears es- 
relationship to 


sentially the same 
crop production as “pedigree’ in the 
case of livestock ibears in relation to 
the profitable production of milk or 
meat. The value of pedigree in live- 
stock has been recognized for cen- 
turies, but it is only within compara- 
tively recent times that the principles 
of breeding have been found to apply 
in the case of plant life. Even to-day. 


comparatively few people realize that 


reproduction in plants follows essen- 
tially the same laws of nature and 
takes place in much the same way 
.as it does in the case of animals. In 
the case of our ordinary grain crops, 
the male and female organs are situ- 
ated in the one individual flower. New 
varieties are produced by removing 
the male organs (stamens) from the 
flower and introducing the fertilizing 
element, known as pollen, from the 
male organs of another variety. The 
seed resulting from this fertilization 
combines the potentialities of the 
two parents. It is therefore of the 
utmost importance that the varieties 
chosen as parents possess qualities of 
outstanding merit. The varieties of 
grain which are grown today in-Cana- 
da have been produced chiefly by 
artificial or natural crossing of differ- 
ent varieties followed by a 
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As might naturally be 
expected,.varieties differ greatly, not 
only in visible characters but in their 
ability! to-yleld. Some, moreover, are 
suited to certain conditions of soil and 
climate; while others thrive satisfac- 
torily under conditions which are 
quite different. In view of these 
facts, it is obvious that the individual 
farmer should do a certain amount 
of variety testing on his own farm 
from time to time. While his nearest 
Experimental Station will be able to 
advise him as to what varieties are 
likely to thrive under his conditions, 
it ds almost necessary that he try 


these varieties on his own farm for a 


year or two, in order to be sure which 
is most suitable for his particular 
conditions. Here the “performance 
record” as in the dairy cow will be 
the deciding factor, but the founda- 
tions for this record will have been 
laid through generations of careful 
breeding.

FALLOW CULTIVATION 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The cultivation necessary to make 
a good fallow is governed largely by 
the nature of the weed growth. Where 
annual weeds, such as wild oats, 
French weed and Russian thistle, are 
in the majority, the weeds should be 
allowed to make a fair growth and 
time given all the seeds to germinate 
before being cutlivated, as this makes 
certain that all the growth is destroy- 
ed. On the other hand, with perennial 
weeds, such as couch grass or peren- 
nial sow thistle, it is necessary to 
prevent the weeds from making any 
growth, and to this end cultivations 
must be frequent and the soil kept as 
nearly black as possible. 

The frequency of the cultivation 
which may be necessary will depend 
entirely on the season and the weed 
growth, and must be governed by these 
two factors. 

The kind of implements to use for 
the work will also depend a little on 
local conditions, but, generally 
speaking, the smoothing harrow and 
the disc shoud not be used to any 
great extent in cultivating the sum- 
mer-fallow. ‘One, or both, of them 
may be desirable for the first culti- 
vation after plowing, but after that, 
in almost every instance, the duck- 
tooth cultivator will give the most 
satisfactory results. It does not pul- 
verize soil like the disc and smooth- 
ing harrow, and yet it is an efficient 
weed destroyer. 

For annual weeds the widest teeth 
will usually de most efficient in des- 
troying weeds, while with the peren- 
nials, narrower teeth will give better 
results, as these will get under the 
creeping root stalks and bring them 
to the surface more efficiently than 
will the wider teeth.

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The economy. of operating under 
existing load conditions is low, as 
would naturally be expected, consider- 
ing that the peak load is approximate- 
ly 120 k.w., and the main unit is de- 
signed for 260 k.w. It is difficult to 
remedy this condition unless additional 
load can be secured or a smaller 
prime mover installed. 

The boilers are not of the type now 
generally installed in similar size 
plants, as they cannot be equipped 
with mechanical stokers which are 
necessary if maximum results are to 
be secured with low grade coal, which 
is the only commercially available 
fuel. 

The distribution system is designed 
for 3 phase power transmission, and 
single phase lighting. All of the 
secondary lines are two wire 110 volt. 
While the system is not of modern and 
approved design, it is not by any 
means obsolete. By a re-arrangement 
of the lines, and a redesign of the 
primary and secondary feeders, the 
line losses could be materially reduced. 

The physical condition of the poles 
and lines is normal. Certain features 
of construction must be changed to 
comply with The Electrical Protection 
Act of the Province of Alberta. This 
work is now in progress, and is about 
20 per cent complete. 

Transformers and meters are stan- 
dard. The greater number of poles are 
jointly owned by your Company and 
by the Provincial Telephone Depart- 
ment. Customers are widely scattered, 
there being approximately 600 poles 
required to serve about 650 consumers, 
with_a consequent excessive invest— 
ment in line construction per con- 
sumer. 

The location of the principal power 
consumers on the extreme ends of the 
systems is unfortunate as the starting 
of induction motors at these points 
causes unavoidable voltage variations 
on the entire system for the reason 
that the high starting current require- 
ments of these induction motors is out 
of proportion to the capacity of the 
generator. Illustrating this, the 20 
h.p. motor in pumping service will 


; take a momentary starting current of 


40 k.w. As there is usually not suffi- 
cient load to warrant the operation of 
the 260 k.w. generator, the effect of 
throwing a momentary current of 40 
k.w. on a generator capacity of 60 k.w., 
which is already carrying the existing 
load, is a sharp drop in voltage. This 
drop will continue until the motor has 
attained full speed, and picked up its 
load. 

This condition could be improved by 
the use of motors of better starting 
characteristics. The same conditions 
exist, we believe, in practically all 
small town plants. 

Results of Operation 

At your request we have investigated 
the financial results of the operation 
of your light and power plant for the 
last six fiscal years. This investiga- 
tion has been made to determine 
whether in our opinion the _ rates 
charged by you for light, power, street 
lights and water pumping are ade— 
quate and proper. The results of our 
studies are embodied in the accom- 
panying statement, which discloses 
that, after providing $3000 per year for 
depreciation, crediting income with 6 
per cent interest on the depreciation 
reserve, and reducing the salary of 
Mr. W. A. Moore to bring it in line 
with a figure considered normal for a 
plant of this size, and crediting profits 
with the difference, the net profits for 
the past six fiscal years average 
$2263.60 per year, equivalent to a re- 
turn of only 1.91 per cent on the pre- 
sent investment as shown by the books 
of the Company, or 1.77 per cent on 
our appraised value. In one of these 
years, an actual loss was realired.

Special 
contracts have been made with power 
users. The average rate is approxi- 
mately 10¢ per k.w. hour. 

Water Pumping 

The Company receives a revenue 
from the City of 60 per cent of the 
city’s receipts from water rates,’ and 
$1850 per year for hydrant supply. The 
Company furnishes in return steam 
and attendance, operating horizontal 
duplex steam pumps owned by the 
City, and installed in the Company’s 
power house. 

The lighting rates undoubtedly can- 
not be increased, and even if they 
could be raised it is questionable 
whether the value of the service much 
exceeds the present rates. They can- 
not be reduced under present condi- 
tions without bankrupting the Com- 
pany. It would therefore seem that 
the necessary increase in net income 
must come from other sources, 


At present, it is apparent that street

‘Hghting is being furnished by you’: at 
an actual loss,» The. street lighting 
system consists of 36-400. watt and 
‘12-200 watt high efficiency Tungsten 
lamps ‘operated in multiple. 

The number of service hours per 
year is approximately 4000.- The cost 
of current at the lamp is 8¢ per k.w. 
hour, which multiplied by a yearly 
current consumption of 67200 k.w. 
hours results in a ‘yearly cost of cur- 
rent alone of $5376. Lamp matinten- 
ance and attention consisting of four 
renewals. per lamp per year, costs in- 
cluding labor $747.17 per year, a total 
cost of $6123.17. The revenue for this 
service was $4560, resulting in an ap- 
parent loss of $1563.17 last year, 

It is apparent that the revenue from 
street lighting must be increased. The 
cost of water pumping cannot be de- 
termined accurately unless a steam 
meter is installed.on the pump line or 
one boiler allocated to pump service. 
It is recommended that one of these 
steps be taken at once, as it ig our 
opinion that a careful check will show 
that an insufficient revenue is being 
obtained from pumping the city water. 
The city water services are, we are in- 
formed, not metered. ‘Whenever this 
condition exists, wastage of water is 
bound to occur, with resulting loss 
both to the city and to the Company. 

Our appraised value of your power 
and light plant and equipment is 
$120,020.69. To this amount must be 
added working capital sufficient to 
conduct the business. This is esti- 
mated at $7500. In our opinion, no 
deduction for “depreciation should be 
made from these figures in establish—- 
ing the rate base. If the property had 
been able to set aside a depreciation 
it would be 
proper, and we believe the Alberta 
Utilities Commission has so held, to 
credit income with interest at bank 
rates on this accumulated reserve. 

If, on the other hand, the income has 
not been sufficient to set aside a pro- 
per depreciation allowance, no such in- 
terest should be added to income. 

It is our opinion that a property of 
this character should be permitted to 
earn 10 per cent on the value of its 
investment. 

(Under examination by Mr. Ford, Mr. 
Hill stated that in his opinion the 
plant was in excellent shape. He 
knew that some of the equpiment was 
very old and out of date as he had 
been with the firm that had installed 
them. In his opinion no plant that 
was kept running ever became depre- 
ciated by more than about 10 per- 
cent. He disagreed strongly with the 
evidence of the experts that had given 
evidence.for the city on the manner 
in which they had estimated the pres- 
ent value of the plant. He did not 
think annual depreciation should be 
charged, as it would eventually bring 
the value down to zero. At this 
point Judge Carpenter asked Mr. Ford 
if he thought no depreciation should 
be charged but the valuation kept up 
to the original peak until the plant 
just naturally quit. Mr. Hill’s con- 
tention was that the amount annually 
expended in repairs kept the plant up 
to the approximate standard of its 
installation. The plant had been in- 
stalled when there was every expec- 
tation that Red Deer would in the 
very near future ‘be a much larger 
city than she has become. He did 
not consider that the company should 
now be penalized for having put in the 
large unit. 

To Mr. ‘Milner, on the cross-examin- 
ation, the witness admitted that the 
present street lighting system was, 
while not obsolete, much too expen- 
sive to operate. A centrally controlled 
system would be much more econ- 
omical and such a system would no 
doubt be installed when the present 
one was worn out. He could give no 
figures to prove his contention as to 
the loss sustained by the company 
under the pumping contract, but his 
opinion was based on what it cost in 
other places. He admitted that the 
manager’s salary was much larger 
than it should be. A salary of 
$300.00 per month would be quite 
good for the necessary work to ibe 
done by the manager in a plant of the 
size of this one. 

W. J. Cunningham, Superintendent 
of the Edmonton power plant, was 
put on the stand, and under direct ex- 
amination he supported most of Mr. 
Hill’s figures, although he was not pre- 
pared to go quite as far. He agreed, 
under cross-examination, that if the 
plant was put in proper running order 
and unnecessary expenses of opera- 
tion cut out, there might be a possi- 
bility of slightly reduced ates for 
power. He produced a proposed new 
schedule of power rates that had 
been, he said, prepared ‘by himself 
and Mr. Hill with the Manager of the 
Company. It would be the same for 
all users of power so that discrimin- 
ation would no longer exist. The 
highest charge would ‘be 12c per K.W. 
H. with adiscount of 10% for prompt 
payment instead of the present rate 
of 20c charged many consumers. 

Mr. Cunningham's endorsation of 
the report of Mr. Hill did not appar- 
ently correspond with a report pre- 
pared by himself on the Camrose 
plant a couple of years ago when_he 
made very different recommendations. 
He at first, under cross-examination, 
denied all knowledge of the Camrose 
plant, but when faced with the report 
in question, to which his name was 
appended as chairman of the investi- 
gating committee, he decided to 
speak straight out and he gave con- 
siderable evidence as to why certain 
suggestions had been made to the 
northern town. 

The auditor appearing for the :‘com- 
pany gave some evidence with a view 
of off-setting the evidence of Frank 
Harvey, C.A., but as he could not, 
when asked tby Mr. Payne, produce 
entries in the books of the company 
verifying his statements, his evidence 
was naturally brief. 

Before the summing up Mr. Payne 
went on the stand for a few minutes 
to prove the existence of a scheme 
along about 1906 for a radial line 
around Red Deer, which went so far 
that a bill was passed in the  legis- 
lature authorizing its construction. 

HH. R. Milner, K. C., and W. E&E. 
Payne, K.C., each made brief address- 
es to the Commissioners. Mr. Payne

Branches also at Sylvan Lake, and Rocky Mountain House, 


referred to the scheme for the electric 
railway and argued that that was the 
real reason the Company had put in 
the large 260 k.w. unit. They had 
hoped to land the contract to supply 
the necessary poyer to the railway. 
‘He also mentioned the exorbitant 
rate of rental for the meters. The 
books of the company showed that 
the meters paid for themselves in 
full every three years. 
that 30% profit on the investment in 
meters was high and that consumers 
should ‘be given the opportunity to buy 
the meters‘or the rate should be re- 
duced. 

Mr. Milner drew attention first to 
the salary paid W. A. Moore, which 
was much too large, to say nothing of 
the various commissions, travelling 
expenses, car expenses, etc., granted 
him from time to time. $4,000.00 at 
least should be saved annually on the 
salary alone. He then went at length 
into the auditor’s and engineers’ re- 
ports, showing that in reality only 
about $30,000.00 had ever been invest- 
ed in the company. The balance of 
the capitalization shown on the 


books, he argued, had been paid for! 


out of profits. The consumers had 
put most of the money in the business 
that was in and should not now be 
further penalized ‘by having the rate 
base set at the high ffigure. There 
was no doubt, he said, that the present 
plant is wasteful. The 260 k.w. unit 
was too large for the needs and its 
value should not be included in figures 
setting a rate base. He argued that 
the matter of street lighting and 
water pumping should not have any 
bearing on the application, but if -the 
commissioners did take them into 
consideration, there had been no 
proof put in that they were the cause 
of the apparent loss by the company. 

Frank Ford, K. C., addressed the 
commissioners on behalf of the 'West- 
ern General Electric Company. He 
attacked the valuations made by the 
engineers who gave evidence for the 
city. For setting a rate basis they 
had approached the matter from the 
wrong angle. He was quite sarcastic 
over Mr. Brown's concurrence in (Mr. 
Martin’s report when he had not in- 
spected the plant. Taking Mr. Har- 
vey’s figures he added a number of 
other items which he claimed had been 
omitted and showed where the figures 
agreed very approximately with the 
figures given by Mr. Hill. The com- 
pany were prepared, he _ stated, to 
make the necessary alterations to the 
plant to bring it up to efficiency, but 
it would entail a large outlay of cap- 
ital and the company could not be 
expected to make such outlay if their 
franchise was to expire in three or 
four years. 

The Commissioners intimated that 
their decision would ‘be reserved un- 
til such time as they had an oppor- 
tunity of going over all the evidence 
again.

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THE SITUATION IN EUROPE 


For some little time now the poli- 
tical situation in Europe has been 
more or less at a standstill on account 
of the general elections in the coun- 
tries whose relations dominate the 


; : situation, France and Germany. In 
{ Germany the Marx government is still 


in power with a policy more or less 
favourable to the Dawes report, at 
least in theory. In France the position 


{ is only just clearing up. Mr. Poincare 
i and his government have resigned, 
{ the stop-gap government of Mr. Mar- 
sal was not intended to do more than 
carry on for a few days till the 
presidential crisis was over. For the 
. first time since Marshall McMahon re- 
signed, in 1879, a French President, 
in this case Mr. Millerand, has re- 
signed because of his hostility to the 
political policy of the predominant 
party in the French Parliament. M. 
Millerand before becoming President 
was Premier of France, and only re- 
luctantly allowed himself to be made 
President on the illness and death of 
™M. Paul Deschanel. For a long time 
the French Presidency has been an 
office devoid of anything but social 
prestige. It carried with it virtually 
no political power, and was in fact 
very much like the Britivh Monarcay 
except that it was elective and that 
the President was in office for only

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time of a spirit of underground 
financial intrigue, which is even more 
baneful than the open hostilities of 
recent time. 

The hopeful feature of the whole 
situation is the tendency to the repu- 
diation of extreme national policies, 
and the increase of a spirit of 
something like conciliation. Only by 
the practical expression of that spirit 
can the deadly atmosphere of sus- 
picion and hostliity in Europe be 
bettered. Until it is bettered, the gen- 
eral economic condition of the world 
can hardly be brought to a really 
prosperous state. Tf only for that 
rather narrow and selfish but wholly 
natural reason we in Canada must 
hope that the present period of mark- 
ing time in Europe will end in .«an ad- 
vance to better things. 


HOW IT SHOULD NOT BE DONE 


‘Some time ago there was a consid- 
erable amount of adverse comment on 
the administration of criminal justice 
amongst us in connection with the 
Hansen case. Nothing, however, that 
happened with respect to that case 
can be compared to what is now going 
on in the United States with regard 
to the Franks murder, which is excit- 
ing great attention all over the coun- 
try. It is a singularly sordid case. 
Franks, a boy of 18, the son ofa 
Chicago millionaire, disappeared one 
day and was found later on dead under 
circumstances which made it clear 
beyond all question that he had been 
brutally murdered, though by whom 
was quite unknown. After a few days 
it was suddenly announced that two 
young men of 19 years of age had con- 
fessed to the murder. These were 
Leopold, Junior, and Loeb, both sons 
also of millionaires. From that mo- 
ment the American newspapers have 
been crammed with comment and 
statements of every kind about the 
alleged facts of the case. The two 
accused, who are both students of 
American universities, have apparent- 
ly ‘been subjected to the severest 
cross-examinations in prison by attor- 
neys for the State, and the results of 
those examinations have been pub- 
lished abroad over the country with 
every variety of criticism attached to 
them. All sorts of stories as to the 
evidence to be brought for or against 
the accused have been published, and 
the merits of prosecution and defence 
have been analyzed in a manner 
which will make anything like an un- 
prejudiced trial a sheer impossibility. 
It has been freely stated that fifteen 
milions of dollars are available to 
Save the accused from the gallotvs, a 
statement which not only begs the 
question of their guilt or innocence, 
but also sheds a lurid light on the 
condition of criminal law administra- 
tion in the States. That that aspect 
of the matter has occurred to at least 
some thoughtful Americans is shown 
by a very occasional leading article 
or letter in the newspapers asking 
just why such enormous sums of 
money should be needed or even pos- 
sibly useful in the case at all. The 
ludicrous hysteria which so often ac 
companies such cases has shown 
itself in various ways. The former 
governess of one of the accused has- 
tened to announce in large type in 
the papers that in spite of all she still 
loves her former pupil. An entire 
stranger, dramatically and publicly, 
has offered to die in their place, 
though for what curious and pervert- 
ed reason it seems hard to discover, 
unless it is that he feels perfectly 
safe that the offer will not be accept- 
ed but hopes that the notoriety at- 
tending it may gain him a job on the 
variety stage along with persons like 
the film actor, Arbuckle, who, after 
disappearing from public view two 
years ago under singularly disgrace- 
ful circumstances, has just made a 
spectacular reappearance, to be greet- 
ed with packed houses and cheering 
that lasted for five minutes at a time. 
There are times when the modern 
American seems utterly devoid of any 
sense of humor, and one of these oc- 
casions was when yet one more mil- 
Nonaire associate of 
men’s families called at the state at 
torney’s office to protest indignantly

way to go, we earnestly hope, before 
we arrive at such a state of things 
as that. 


OTHER PEOPLE’S INTERESTS 


It is a rather common occurrence 
for people in small communities like 
our own to complain of the narrow- 
ness of their fellow-citizens’ interests 
and outlooks. Some one wants to 
introduce a new sport or launch a 
new scheme or get up a new associ- 
ation, and he finds that he cannot get 
the support he wants and expected to 
get. As a result he is disappointed, 
and he is apt to say that the people 
of his community are an unintelligent 
lot, absorbed in their own petty inter- 
ests and incapable of considering 
anything else. When this attitude of 
mind is examined, it does not seem a 
very fair one. After all, why should 
other people concern themselves with 
our amusements or schemes or clubs? 
We take up these things for our own 
benefit in the first instance, and, as a 
rule, we invite others to join in them 
because we need their co-operation 
and help rather than because we wish 
to benefit and amuse them. If, there- 
fore, they are already occupied and do 
not wish to join in our plans, have we 
any right to find fault with them on 
that account? 

Suppose a man is engrossed in two 
such things as his store during busi- 
ness hours, and his garden in leisure 
hours. Those things happen to be 
indiyidualistic occupaiions, fut are 
they in point of fact in any way more 
selfish than the promotion of a com- 
pany with many shareholders or the 
organization of a baseball club? The 
latter two things need a number of 
people co-operating together for their 
success, but does any single member 
join them unless he hopes to get for 
himself as an individual either gain 
or amusement? There are musicians 
whose forte is solo playing, and there 
are others who are at their best 
when contributing to the harmony of 
an orchestra, and the same thing ap- 
plies to men and women in all walks 
of life. The man who manages his 
own little store thoroughly well, and 
attends to his own home with diligent 
care, may be at least as useful a 
member of a community as he who is 
a shareholder in a half a dozen com- 
panies, and belongs to an indefinite 
number of social organizations. If we 
try to understand the other man’s 
point of view, and not merely con- 
demn it because it is different from 
our own, we shall probably find there 
is much more to be sald for that other 
viewpoint than we thought at (first, 
and it is certainly true that the man 
who is sympathetic to others is likely 
to receive sympathy from others when 
he needs it. Therefore, when we find 
others somewhat slow to appreciate 
what we are interested in, we might 
do well before condemning them to 
ask ourselves if they are really at 
fault, or whether it is not we who are 
short-sighted and self-centred.

set were the payment to the Company 
of the sum of £300,000, and a subsidy 
of land that amounted to about one- 
twentieth of the total lands taken. 

The payment to the Company con- 
tinued the Attorney-General, turned 
out to be the real hindrance to the re- 
turn of the natural resources to the 
provinces. At least it gave the Mari- 
time Provinces at least a semblance 
of an excuse for their later stand. 
Until Sir Arthur Meighen became Pre- 
mier, discussions between the Prov- 
inces and the Dominion on the matter 
did not get anywhere. The eastern 
provinces insisted that the Dominion 
had paid for and should retain control 
of the resources, losing sight entirely 
of the fact that the lands granted 
were all in the west, and that as_ the 
money grant was not in reality paid 
until 1904, the west also paid a large 
share of that. 

Agitation was started in 1900 by 
Haultain, then premier of the North- 
West Territories, to have a province 
formed west with the same rights as 
other provinces in the Dominion. It 
was as a result of that agitation that 
In 1906 the two provinces of Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta were incorporated. 
When they were refused their natural 
resources, the peculiar situation arose 
of three provinces in Canada being re- 
fused the rights allowed every other 
province, and also allowed every 
British colony. A continuous pressure 
was kept up on the Dominion, but it 
was not until 1914 that anything im- 
portant was accomplished. In that 
year the three western premiers united 
in a strong demand for their rights. If 
it had been a matter of the handing 
over of the control of the resources 
alone, settlement could have been 
made at once, but the Provinces also 
demanded, quite rightly, that some 
compensation be made them for the 
large amount of the resources that 
had been alienated while under the 
Dominion control. This the east would 
not listen to. 

In 1918 the Prime Minister of Can- 
ada called a meeting of the Premiers 
of all the Provinces. The same sharp 
difference of opinion between east and 
west caused the meeting to break up 
without anything having been accom- 
plished. As the arguments of the east 
was based on the question of the con- 
tinuation of the payment of the sub- 
sidies granted to the provinces as an 
adjustment of the continuing loss sus- 
tained through lost resources, the 
western representatives decided to 
drop that part of their claim and to 
ask instead for an accounting and 
adjustment of the handling of the re- 
sources by the Dominion. These would 
include the grants made to large cor- 
porations like the C.P.R., Cc. & E. Co., 
ete., of lands with the mineral rights 
and similar grants. The speaker re- 
marked that last year one half of the 
coal mined in Alberta was exempt 
from the payment of royalties. 

Hon. McKenzie King, since getting 
into power, has offered to turn over to 
the western provinces the con:rol of 
their natural resources and to hold an 
accounting of the handling of those re- 
sources by the Department of the In- 
terior since the formation of the 
Provinces. This would place Manitoba 
in a much better position than Alberta 
or Saskatchewan, as. she is so much 
older, snd it. would ‘place Alberta’in 
an infinitely better, position’ than her 
neighbor to the east because her re- 
sources have not been’ to any -great 
extont depleted. : 

It is likely, said the speaker, that 
Alberta will accept the offer, although 
to do so she must act alone. Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan could not afford to 
accept the offer as thelr resources are 
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now. s0..small in comparison’ to those

If the arrangements are ‘concluded, 
said Mr, Brownlee, people must’. not 
expect a large and immediate revenue, 
Some people have the idea that. the 
taking over of the natural resources 
would settle all financial problems of 
the province, but they are doomed to 
disappointment. <As ao matter of fact, 
the resources have been handled at a 
loss for the last few years by the Do— 
minion. 

People will wonder why, if that is 
the case, the Province wants her re- 
sources. The speaker explained this 
when he stated that according to their 
investigations in the books of the De- 
partment of the Interio., the resources 
could be handled in Alberta by the 
Provincial Government at just about 
one-third the cost. They would be 
better handled. Methods of taxation 
by the Province could be carried out 
so that some revenue would be derived 
from lands and mineral rights that 
have been granted to individuals and 
corporations. Then, also, there is the 
hope, which is practically a certainty, 
that new deposits of valuable miner- 
als, petroleum, etc., will be found. 

At the close of the present session, 
concluded the speaker, Mr. King has 
offered: to hold a consultation with the 
heads of the Province of Alberta, and 
it is hoped that that meeting will re- 


| sult in tardy but complete justice be- 


ing done. 
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ANOTHER OLD-TIMER 
CALLED AWAY 


In the early hours of Thursday 
morning, Mrs. Mary G. Scott, Second 
St. South, was called away. Mrs. Scott 
has been in feeble health for many 
months and the end came very peace- 
fully, she having passed the 86th mile- 
stone of her life. Her husband, the 
late Rev. Wm. Scott, was a minister of 
the Church of Scotland, having a 
church in the neighborhood of Bal- 
moral Castle in the north of Scotland, 
where the late Queen Victoria delight-— 
ed to spend much of her time. Being 
unable to continue his work as a min- 
ister on account of throat trouble, he 
and his young wife came out to 
Monessen, Pennsylvania, and started 
farming, neither having had any pre- 
vious experience. This meant uphill 
work for them, but the appeal of the 
new country attracted rather than 
frightened them, and they came on to 
Western Canada, finally settling on 
the farm now owned by Mr. Byron 
Northey. Recalling their Highland 
home, it was natural that their new 
home should be called Balmoral, by 
which the district east of Red Deer is 
still known. It was while on this farm 
that Mrs. Scott received the great 
blow of her life when in August, 1899, 
their onty child Willie, a boy in his 
‘teens, was instantly killed by Mghtn- 
ing, the father following the next 
February. With great faith and cour- 
age, Mrs. Scott came through this 
double trial, soon after selling her 
farm and moving into Red Deer where 
she has lived ever since. In her earlier 
life she taught in a young ladies’ 
school, maintained by the Quakers, 
and one can_ understand that her 
dainty and refined ways and her well-— 
stored mind would make her a most 
valuable member of such an institu- 
tion. Coming to church to worship as 
long as she was able was one of her 
great delights, always sitting in the 
same pew, and especially enjoying the 
singing of the Psalms. For the last 
seven years she has been most fortun- 
ate in having her niece, Mrs. Agnes 
Pollock, living with her, and in the 
eventide of her life she received the 
most affectionate care and attention. 
For some years Mr. and Mrs. MeVicar 
lived in part of her house and continu- 
ed to be among her most valued 
friends, of whom she had not a few, 
especially the old-timers in town and 
district.

Heavy Grain Shipments West 


Nearly 60,000,000 bushels of grain 
have been handled from the prairie 
provinces, chiefly ‘Alberta, over the 
Pacific route via Vancouver in the 
1923-24 season, to May 31, compared 
with less than 18,000,000 ‘bushels 
handled in the same period in the 
previous season. This is an indication 
of the manner in which the Western 
route has developed in the past year. 
Of these shipments about 34,500,000 
bushels went to the United Kingdom 
and Europe via Panama, and about 
13,800,000 bushels to the Orient.

FIFTH FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Edmonton. 


Saturday, June 14, 1924. 


Grain crops throughout the prov- 
ince are making satisfactory progress, 
in spite of unusually backward condi- 
tions. Growth in most districts has 
been slow owing to the lateness of 
the spring season, and general back- 
wardness of the weather since seed- 
ing. Precipitation has not been as 
generous this season as was the case 
in the same period of last year, but 
the existence of a greater reserve of 
moisture from the fall and winter 
gave the crops a healthy start. Fresh 
precipitation within the past week 
has greatly improved conditions in 
most parts of the province, and there 
is every reason for optimism in the 
situation. 

In the south-eastern ditricts there 
have been light showers since last 
report, but rain is still needed over 
rather a large area. Heavy precipi- 
tation has been recorded in south- 
western districts, where the situation 
is very satisfactory. In the central 
and northern areas precipitation has 
not been so heavy, although there 
have been generous local showers, 
and light rains over most of these 
areas. Districts north of Wetaskiwin 
as far as the Peace River and Grande 
Prairie districts and east and west of 
Edmonton were visited by a much- 
welcomed heavy rain in the past 48 
hours. 

Since last report the weather gen- 
erally has been cool, with some frost 
which damaged garden stuff to a 
certain extent but did not touch the 
growing grain. The demand is uow 
for warmer weather. 

Seeding of practically all crops is 
now completed, with the exception of 
green feed in some localities. Re- 


cent rains have encouraged the seed- 
ing of a larger area jn oats and other 
crops, but the wheat acreage will be 


little if any increase over that of Jas 
year. : 


New wheat is above: ground from. 


seven to ten inches, and other grains 
are showing. Winter:rye is'{n bioom 
inthe south. Sweet clover shows lit- 
tle winter killing. Alfalfa is showing 
a splendid growth in the southern 
irrigation districts. Pasturage condi- 
tions are much improved over most of 
the province. 

Grasshoppers, though appearing in 
several districts, have done little 


damage to’ crops. Cutworms' are re- 
ported to be bothering the crops in a 
few localities: (Caterpillars are doing 
great damage to trees in the central : 
and ‘northern areas, but do not touch 
the grain‘ crops. ; 

Livestock conditions are fairly sat- 
{sfactory. Many winter-fed cattleare 
now being marketed at very good 
prices. The average prices maintain- 
ed at the recent bull sales at Calgary, 
Lacombe and Edmonton were ‘en- 
couragingly high.

* It is estimated that over 50,000 
acres were sown with corn in Al- 
berta in 1928, as compared with 
only 1,000 acres in 1919.° This is a’ 
good indication of how rapidly corn 
culture is increasing in Western 
Canada in connection with mixed 
farming operations. 


All previous records of Canadian 
freight transportation were broken 
when a solid train-load of automo- 
biles reached. the Pacific Coast from 
Windsor, Ont., over Canadian Pa- 
cific lines recently, The distance of 
2,932 miles was covered in seven 
days, or exactly 169 hours and 20 
minutes. The train, which consisted 
of 40 cars, each containing 6 Ford 
automobiles, was more than a third 
of a mile long and was handled on 
practically passenger schedule. 


The splendidly sound position of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway is well 
shown in the annual report for the 
fiscal year ended December 81st, 
1923, which has just been issued. 
The gross earnings of the Company 
for the year were $195,837,089.61, 
the working expenses $158,358,- 
079.54, and the net earnings, $37,+ 
479,010.07. 


A large party of Scottish farm- 
ers, ploughmen, farm workers and 
their families, is expected to arrive 
at Montreal in June. The party, 
which will sail on the Canadian 
Pacific steamer “Marburn,” will be 
conducted by the Scottish repre- 
sentative of the Canadian Pacific 
Department of Colonization and De- 
velopment. 

Alberta has maintained an aver- 
age yield of spring wheat of 19% 
bushels per acre over a period of 
twenty-six years, according to a 
chart prepared by the Department 
of Agriculture. In addition, winter 
wheat has averaged over the same 
pred 20.19 bushels; oats, 35.79 

ushels; barley, 26.10 bushels; rye, 
18.84 bushels and flax, 8.71 bushels. 


A feature of the annual banquet 
and convention of the officials of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, which 
were held at Quebec on March 22nd, 
was the representation, in the ban- 
quetting hall, of a full-sized loco- 
motive of the latest type emerging 
from a tunnel. Built of wood at 
Angus Shops, Montreal, it was in 
all respects perfect. At a_pre- 
arranged moment, it emitted steam 
and smoke, the bell rang and the 
whistle blew, while the headlight be- 
came a moving picture projector. 


Indications of a great season in 
immigration are seen by Canadian 
Pacific officials in the arrival at 
St. John, N.B., during the week-end 
of March 29-30, of 2,441 third-class 
passengers, aboard the Company’s 
steamers Montcalm and Metagama. 
The Montcalm had on board 1,584 
of these passengers, which consti- 
tutes a record for the season. 


Out of a total production of 
10,730,150 pounds of creamery but- 
ter in 1923, Manitoba exported 
8,863,264 pounds, valued at $1,513,- 
169. Shipments were made to Great 
Britain, New York, Chicago and 
Montreal. In addition, about 200,- 
000 pounds of butter fat were ship-. 
ped to the United States. 


In a speech to the higher officers 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway on 
the occasion of the recent conven- 
tion at Quebec, Mr. E. W. Beatty, 
President, potted out that 50 per 
cent. of the company’s stock is held 
in Great Britain, 21 per cent. in 
Canada and 20 per cent. in the 
United States. It is, therefore, a, 
corporation absolutely controlled 
within the British Empire and, he 
added, that control is being appre- 
ciably strengthened as the years 
go on. 


Quebec’s new goldfield in Rouyn 
township, north of the Des Quinze 
branch of the Canadian Pacific from 
Mattawa, is to be made accessible 
by an pcp ane service to be in- 
augurated by the Laurentide Air 
Service Limited, on May 18th. Pros- 

ectors, tourists and supplies will 

e able to cross the fifty mile gap 
between the end of steel and the 
goldfields, which formerly required 
two days to cover, in less than an 
hour in the flying boats to be used 
jn the service. &
